About the time the 
first good issue that comes up that 
you want to vote on, you will be 
wishing that you had re g iste re d ---- 
so why not take a minute or two of 
your time and do it now. 
You may pick up a form at the 
F and M National Bank. 
While the filing deadline is net 
here yet, it appears that there will 
not be much activity on the county 
level in Jones County but on the 
state level there will be at least one 
good contest 
this will be for the 
senate seat now held by Ralph Y ar­ 
borough. 
Also on tap for the year will be 
several amendm ents to the consti­ 
tution as well as city and school 
posts. 
An untold num ber of people 
have died over the past 200 years 
that you might have the privilege 
to vote, so please honor their m em ­ 
ory by qualifying to exercise your 
m ost im portant duty as a citizen. 


We received a copy of the r e ­ 
port of the 1969 activities of the 
Hamlin Police Departm ent as p re ­ 
pared by Chief Bryan W asson for 
the Hamlin City Council. 
The fight against crim e seem s 
to be one of the 
top issues in our 
country today and it is interesting 
to see how this fight is progressing 
locally. Though we m ust admit that 
when we think of crim e as a prob­ 
lem, we think of the big cities up 
north with its organized crim e, but 
really crim e is a problem ev ery ­ 
w here. 
The local departm ent investi­ 
gated one m u rd er and three cases 
of assault with the intent to m urder 
this past year. 
The national crim e index rose 
by l l percent during the first nine 
months of 1969 over the sam e p e ri­ 
od in 1968. Hamlin did not escape 
this trend as the num ber of serious 
crim es increased from 87 in 1968 
to 99 in 1969. 
But on the bright side 
the 
num ber of crim es cleared also in­ 
creased as the departm ent cleared 
24 cases and closed four others in 
1968 and cleared 37 and closed 26 
others 1969. The nationwide a v e r­ 
age is to clear about one of five. 
Hamlin was fortunate in 1969 
as we did not have a fatal traffic ac - 
cident. There w ere 75 accidents re ­ 
ported last y ear with 271 traffic 
tickets issued. 
The problem of alcoholic bev­ 
erage enforcem ent has been a m a j­ 
or problem for the local d ep art­ 
m ent as 94 a rre s ts w ere made r e ­ 
lated to this. Of this, 8 w ere for 
driving while intoxicated, 
7 for 
drunk in car, 23 for drunk in pub­ 
lic, 45 for m inor in possession of 
alcoholic beverages, IO for making 
alcoholic beverages available to a 
m inor, and I for drinking in a pub­ 
lic place. 


Fines collected last y ear in 
Corporation Court totaled $4,939.10 
with October topping the list with 
$694.90. 
The problem of law enforce­ 
m ent in a sm all town is one that 
is very hard to solve. It is hard 
to get qualified men to serve at tne 
wages that the city can afford to pay 
but at the sam e time we are closer 
to the problem of enforcem ent ana- 
expect m ore than do our 
la rg e r 
neighbors. 


The local departm ent under 
Chief W asson has come a long way 
in the direction of training and o r ­ 
ganization. With all of the rules 
and restrictio n s that law enforce­ 
m ent officers m ust operate under 
now it takes m ore training than ever 
before. 
The old days of a night 
watchman taking care of a sm all 
town are gone forever with the high­ 
ly mobile society we have now.

ance Agency, in Lueders at the 
City Hall, and in Stamford at 
Enis Bishop Electric. 
If the application for the 
tags is mailed in, a charge of 
$1.00 extra is made for mailing 
back the plates. All th a t per­ 
son needs now to get the new 
plates is a blank mailed to 
him by the state. If this has 
been misplaced, 
then tags 
may be obtained as in the past 
up on presentation of certifi­ 
cate of title and last year’s 
receipt. 
Tags this year will have a 
white background with light 
blue letters and numerals.

the number of telephones in

during 1969. 
He noted this figure com­ 
pares with 1,658 telephones 
here a t the end of 1960. 
“Hamlin residents also seem 
to be growing mere talkative,” 
McCasland said. “They dialed 
7,342 calls per average busi­ 
ness day during November, a 
7 per cent increase from the 
January, 
1969,

6,860.” 
Dial equipment for IOO new 
telephone numbers here was 
added in 1968, and the tele­ 
phone company expects growth 
to require another 100-num­ 
ber addition in 1971, the m ana­ 
ger said. 
McCasland 
said a record 
$99 million construction bud­ 
get has been set by South­ 
western Bell for its San An­ 
tonio Area, of which Hamlin 
is a part. 
The area covers 
roughly the western half of 
Texas. 
The $99 million figure 
is

land, buildings, central 
office equipment and outside 
plant such as cable install­ 
ation.

Record In 1969 
A new all-time safety record 
was set on December 31 when 
the employees of West Texas 
Utilities Company completed 
the year without a lost-time 
accident 
During the 
twelve-month 
period WTlTs 1040 employees 
worked a total of 2,221,674 
man hourn. 
During its long history of 
providing electric service to 
customers in 
West Texas, 
never before has such a record 
been achieved. Several times 
during the past IO years the 


perfect 
record was 
almost 
reached. 
In 1960 only two 
lost-time accidents were re­ 
corded. Three were charged 
to the Company's record in 
1963; four in 1964; and only 
two in 196T. Since 1957 only 
57 lost-time accidents have 
been recorded in the 10-year 
period. 
Last September the WTU 
employees 
received 
special 
recognition when they were 
presented the Safety Achieve­ 
ment Award by the Bureau of 
Safety. This came after they 
had worked more thn 2,000,- 
000 man-hours 
without a 
lost-time accident. The last 
recorded 
was 
in 
October, 
1968. The record new reads; 
fourteen months without a 
lost-time accident.

and the N ational Institutes of 
Health 
are 
working on an 
artificial 
kidney, 
called 
a 
hem odialyzer, for patients to 
use at hom e. 
Hemodialyzers substitute 
for damaged kidneys by fil­ 
tering poisonous wastes from 
p atien ts’ bloodstream s as the

Doctors Make Use of Atom

To most people the term "radioactive material" signifies 
something dangerous— something from which you’d better 
keep your distance if you’re not trained and equipped to 
handle it. But while this may be generally true, there are more 
than one million people every year who drink an “atomic 
cocktail” — and do so under doctor’s 
orders. 
What is an atomic cocktail? It is a 
colorless, odorless, tasteless mixture of 
water and iodine-131, a radioactive iso­ 
tope, used to diagnose— and also to 
treat— thyroid disorders. This radioiso­ 
tope is one of more than 30 being used 
successfully throughout the world to 
diagnose and treat a variety of human 
ailments. A great many lives are saved and 
much suffering alleviated through the use 
of such medical isotopes. Today in the United States radioiso­ 
topes are used some eight million times every year in 
diagnostic tests and various methods of treatment. 
Some isotopes are used in many ways. For example, 
iodine-131 can also help in the diagnosis of liver and kidney 
problems, can help locate brain tumors, and help doctors 
study blood volume and cardiac output. Phosphorus-32 is 
being used to treat leukemia and some types of bone cancer. 
Several radioisotopes— gallium-68, strontium-85, fluorine-18 
and calcium-47— are used to detect bone diseases. Other 
medical uses of radioisotopes include yttrium-90 for pituitary 
gland therapy, gold-198 to offer relief in lung cancer and 
sodium-22 to diagnose circulatory disorders. These are only 
some of the many medical isotopes that are used internally— 
injected into, or ingested by, the patients. 
In another type of internal treatment radioactive sources 
are placed near or implanted directly into the diseased area. 
One of these treatments involves the use of a wire made of 
chromium-51. Since the radioactivity of the isotope diminishes 
to half in 27 days the wire can be left in the patient without 
fear of an overdose. 
A type of tum or irradiation from an external radioactive 
source, such as cobalt-60, has been very successful in treating 
some types of cancer. And in treating leukemia, we have even 
irradiated the patient’s blood outside his body by causing it 
to flow through plastic tubes past a radioactive source to kill 
cancerous cells, and then back into his body. 
These are only a few of many ways we are using 
radioactive materials medically to help diagnose and treat 
disease to help save human lives.____________________________

Is Suicide a Crim e? 


Once a minute, someone in the 
United States tries to take his own 
life. Of those who try each year, 
more than 20,000 succeed. Have 
all of these people committed a 
crime? 
U nder 
English 
common 
law, 
suicide (literally, self-murder) was 
indeed a crime. It was punished by 
ignominous burial of the person's 
body and forfeiture of his prop­ 
erty. Blackstone, the sage of the 
common law, explained it this way: 
“The suicide is guilty of a double 
offense: one spiritual, in invading 
the prerogative of the Almighty, 
rushing into his presence uncalled 
for; the other, against the King.
